000,000 of gold, afid as much more has 
come from the great Tambaroora and 
Lambing Flat In New South Wales. It 
sends to England annually over £40,-

It Is 
recorded that the early colonists used 
to kill their sheep simply for the fleece 
and tallow, leaving the meat for the 
dogs. Later they began to export can- 
ned mutton to the hoffie conntry; but 
when cold storage was Introduced Aus- 
tralia began her shipments of frozen 
mutton which have grown amazingly, 
nntll In 100 these exports amounted to 
226,000,000 pounds. 
Meanwhile her 


shipments of tinned meats steadily ad- 
vanced, reaching last year '15,000,000 
pounds. 


"Look for a moment over her mineral 


wealth for a year: Because of the war 
in the Transvaal and an immense min- 
ing development In West Australia, the 
new Federation in 1889, with $60,000,- 
000 output, led the world in product of 
gold. 
By constant gains, her silver

three excessively dry years In suc- 
cssion. It is claimd that the vines did 
not show the effect of dry weather for 
the first two years, as the roots were 
too deep. Now they are dying, as the 
moisture below has not been sufficient 
to sustain life. This year's abundant 
rains came too late to save them.
